Washington. D.-C., Feb. 12.—The 


President has abandoned the Little- 
field anti-trust bill. The bill has 
passed the lower House and is now be- 
fore the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
whence^ it may never see light. 


This Littlefield bill is the product of 


the brain of the President and 
its 


author, Mr. Littlefield of Maine. 
It 


was mapped out in the rough during 
the summer months when the Presi- 
dent was at Oyster Bay and the Maine 
nan was also there at the Presidnet's 
command. At the time it was public- 
y announced the President had select- 
ed Littlefield to be his chosen "bust- 
er." Its formulated stage was reached 
when Congress met and its advance- 
ment was bright up to the hour the

gave it the 
go-by.

He says he 
was born in Fluvanna county, Virgin- 
ia, 90 years ago; that he was a slave 
of James Flannagan, a prominent citi- 
zen of Fluvanna, in the ante-bellum 
days; that he well remembers his old 
Virginia home and his "young mas- 
ter," John Bowles Flannagan.

to Mr. Flannagan that oM John was 
anxious to see him, that he must come 
to Omaha at once, that ho had rather 
see his "young master'1 than any one 
else, and that if he would come there 
he would give him all of his proper- 
ty valued at several million dollars. 
John Bowles Plannagan came to King 
and Queen county about 35 years ago

Railway Mail Clerk Shot by Bandits. 


Company Offers Reward for Rob- 


bers Capture. 


Butte, IVIont., Feb.- 12—The Burling- 


ton express No. C, east bound, was 


<held up early this morning on 
the 


•Northern Pacific tracks near Home- 
stead, by two mounted men. They cov- 
ered the sides of the train with their 
guns, uncoupled the engine, mail and 
express cars and ran them, ahead of 
the train about two miles. The oper- 
ator at High View says that he heard 
two explosions. The train men of the 
passenger train after, the robbers left 
with the engine hastened back toward 
Butte and met an Incoming freight 
train the engine of which was un- 
coupled and run to Butte 
and 
the 


alarm given. 


A sheriff's posse and force of police 


have left for the scene on a special 
train. The railway officials asked the 
penitentiary officials at Deer Lodge 
for bloodhounds. 
Sheriff Quinn amd 


pcsse, when a mile and a half from 
the city, were met by division super- 
intendent Boyle, who was a passenger 
•on the train held -up. Superintendent 
Boyle rushed to the front of the train 
when it was stopped by the robbers, 
but refrained from shooting, fearing 
he would hit the trainmen. 


Every officer in the city has been 


called to South Butte, and all approch- 
es to the city are carefully guarded. 
Tbe Sheriff is scouring the country 
and a fight between —e officers and 
robbers is believed 
to be imminent. 


The robbers fired two caarges'of dyn- 
amite, blowing the safe to pieces and 
wrecking the express car. 


The safe according to the railway 


people contained nothing of value. 


Word has been received thai a spe- 


cial train left Deer Lodge at C a. m. 
wth the bloodhounds. 


Reports vary as to the amount of 


booty secured by the robbers. The ex- 
press messenger says that the robbers 
did not get more than $500. In other 
quarters it is said the plunder will 
amount to several thousand dollars. 


A railway mail clerk was shot by 


the bandits. It is not thought

wound is serious.

''We're coming, Father Abraham," he 
struck a cord which lav dormant in

every soldier's heart, for it linked the 
man with the musket to the great head 
of the government in the relation of 
parent and son. The title Father Abra- 
ham was universally adopted in the 
same spirit as the cauap nicknames 
"Uncle Billy" and "Pap" were fasten- 
ed upon Sherman and Thomas. 
It 


wasn't levity, but filial respect seeking 
the simplest form of expression. Lin- 
coln .was the noble "father" oC his 
boys, Sherman the good "uncle," Thom- 
as the quiet, resourceful, 
everyday 


•'pap" or "dad." 


Every soldier who passed through 


Washington or was encamped near it 
sought a chance to shake hands with 
Father Abraham on _ reception days. 
Countless stories of these incidents, 
which stood out as events in the lives 
of the fortunate ones, became current 
in camp. 
Even though these* band- 


shakes grew to be commonplaces and 
Lincoln a familiar figure around the 
nearby camps, men were proud to re- 
call ''the first time I saw Lincoln," 
or "the day I shook hands with Lin- 
coln." 
After his assassination hun- 


dreds of thousands of boys in olue 
who had missed the opportunity or de- 
ferred it, purposely, till tbe day-of ex- 
pected victory, were filled with regret. 


Lincoln's first acts of executive clem- 


ency and kindness in the cases w«ere 
untrained recruits had been condemned 
to death created a Lincoln of camp 
tradition. 
Father Abraham stood be- 


tween the soldier boy and injustice 
and wrong of every form.

"Yes, I understand," responded Liu- 


coin curtly, adding as he nodded to 
ward several soldiers who wore lookiuj, 
011, "from the complaints of these boy: 
of rulue I think it is all you do pay." 


Whenever a rascally commissary, 


quartermaster or paymaster was dis- 
missed the service the president got 
the credit for it iu camp. He. made no 
public professions of bis good will to 
the boys and never praised them with 
eloquent harangues, but now and then 
he dropped a homely phrase which 
showed the place they held in his 
heart One day there was an issue in 
the councils between the soldiers and 
their general. Lincoln sided with the 
mail with the musket, and. when re 
luonstrated with for risking giving of- 
fense to a prominent oth'cer, he ex- 
claimed, "But I can make a general 
any time with a stroke of the pen, and 
good soldiers are hard to get." 


All through the war the soldiers dis- 


liked military frills aud ceremony and 
for that reason took to Lincoln, the 
American ideal of democratic .simplic- 
ity. 
Every story which was racy of 


the rail splitter president, especially if 
it related to the army, was eagerly 
caught up and made camp, property. 
One day a German nobleman who had 
seen service in the fatherland appeared 
at the White House as an applicant 
for a commission. Lincoln liked the 
young fellow for big personal bearing 
solely and promised him an appoint- 
ment. 
Being overjoyed at his good 


luck, the foreign sprig began to impress 
the president with his importance at 
home, saying that he belonged to one 
of the oldest noble houses iu Europe. 
"Oh, never mind that," said Lincoln, 
with gravity iu his look and tone. 
"It 


will not be a serious obstacle to your 
advancement iu this country." 


The soldiers in turn treated foreign 


officers sent among them in the same 
spirit. If they fought well, their old 
world records didn't count against 
them and on the other hand didu't do 
them auy good. 


After the array grew to vast propor- 


tions thousands of .soldiers joined it aud 
served without a close view of Father 
Abraham. 
Whenever he visited camp, 


only tbe few who were cantoned along 
the route or stationed near headquar- 
ters and the points he inspected saw 
anything of his personality. 
One day 


at the front he strolled out where tbe 
engineer corps was at work and watch- 
ed the axmeu chopping timber.

"Abraham Lincoln was the grandest 


man of all tlie centuries. My personal 
acquaintance with him was very sliuht. 
I met him on two occasions only, the 
first time in 1K"(>. when Mr. Lincoln 
came to Freeport with a party of ladies 
and trentlenieu as the gir'sts of the Il- 
linois Central Kailruad company, mak- 
ing a tour over the lines of that com- 
pany. A telegram was received io have 
dinner prepared for the company at the 
Ure\vster House, and the news spread 
iu Free-port, then a smtill village, of 
some ",WO or -l.OUfi people. I was in- 
troduced to Mr. Lincoln at the- Brew- 
ster House, and his attention was at- 
tracted to a cane I carried with u head 
of polished Iowa birdseye marble, beau- 
tit ul and curious. 


'•While I was talking Mr. Lincoln's 


little boy took possession of the caue. 
Iiimier \\as announced, but he insisted 
on keeping the cane. 1 lifted Mr. Lin- 
coln to let him keep it as a present from 
me. but he replied. 'That would not be 
ritdit,' and he patiently pleaded with 
the boy to give it to us and finally suc- 
ceeded in securing the cane by giving 
the boy a dollar. Mr. Lincoln then went 
into the dining room, where the others 
of the party had been for some^time 
seated at the table. 


"The second and the last time that I 


met Mr. Lincoln was on Aug. UT, 185$. 
Mr. Lincoln came to Freeport at that 
time to engage iu one of the series of 
joint debates with Stephen A. Douglas, 
a jiuw interest in which has beeu re- 
cently created by Winston Churchill's 
novel, 'The Crisis.' My recollections of 
that day are vivid and never to be for- 
otten. I was then a young man prac- 
ticing lav.' in Freeport and was present 
in a room in the Brewster House in the 
forenoon of Aug. 27, IS.jS, with a num- 
ber of others who were calling on Mr. 
Lincoln. 
Among them were E. B. 


Washburn, Owtti Lovejoy. Norman B. 
Tudd. Joseph Mcdill, James O. Church- 
!! and John Wilson Shaffer. Of course 
there were others coming and going, 
but I especially remember the gentle- 
men named. 


"The subject uiider discussion when I 


entered the room way the solemn man- 
ner of Mr. Lincoln's oratory in the first 
ioint debate in Ottawa on Aug. 21, all 


who engaged in the conversa- 


tion crying Mr. Lincoln to drop his 
solemn style of argument and tell sto- 
ics, a.-: Tom Convhi of Ohio did. and 
•atch the crowd. Mr. Lincoln appeared

"Judge Douglas was taken to the 


grounds in a fine carnage belonging to 
Samuel F. Taylor, liveryman, by Fran- 
cis YV. F. Brawley. then postmaster at 
Freeport. It was drawn by a splendid 
span of gray horses, It v/as the only 
line carriage in an}' lively stable in 
Freeport at that time, and there was 
no way for tlie Republicans to match 
in splendor the equipage that took 
Judge Dougla*, to the grounds. They 
therefore sent for a fan ">r, John Wolf, 
living near Freeport. who had recently 
arrived from I'ennsyhauia, to bring his 
cis horse lea.j and Couestoga wagou, 
with its queer bos high at each end, to 
take Mr. Lincoln to the debate. 


''Mr. Lincoln strongly protested, but 


finally good natundly yielded and stood 
alone in the wagon, the fanner riding

ask Judge Douglas the question tnat 
bad been the subject of «o much dis- 
cussion at the Brewster House, and 
Mr. Douglas did answer as Mr. Medill 
and others said he would, and Mr, 
Douglas did beat Mr. Lincoln as a can- 
didate for United States senator from 
Illinois. 


"But in making that answer Mr. 


Douglas put himself iu direct opposi- 
tion to the decision of the sup-erne 
court of the United States in the Dred 
Scott case, and he so offended the Dem- 
ocrats of tbe south that they instantly 
denounced him, and that answer made 
by Mr. Douglas to Mr. Lincoln's ques- - 
tion in Freeport on Aug. Ii7, 1858, split 
the Democratic national convention at 
Charleston iu ISGO and made the elec- 
tion of Mr. Douglas as president im- 
possible, as Mr. Lincoln had predicted.
